Documents 1-5 all relate to epoxidation of olefins 
by means of hydrogen peroxide. In connection with 
epoxidation of propylene by hydrogen peroxide, documents 1 
and 2 mention performing the reaction in the presence of a 
catalyst . 
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However, Documents 1-5 do not disclose a process for 
producing propylene oxide by epoxidation in the presence 
of a crystalline titanosilicate having an MWW structure 
due to incorporation of titanium during crystallization. 
Therefore, the process for producing propylene oxide 
described in claims 1-4 is novel as stipulated in PCT 
Article 33 (2) . 

However, documents 3-5 disclose epoxidation of 
olefins in the presence of an MWW titanosilicate, and 
documents 3 and 4 in particular disclose the use of aceto- 
nitrile as the reaction solvent. Therefore, investigation 
of conditions using this catalyst and organic solvent for 
the epoxidation of propylene by hydrogen peroxide, which 
, like the processes disclosed in these documents is the 
epoxidation of an olefin by means of hydrogen peroxide, is 
obvious to a person skilled in the art familiar with the 
aforementioned documents. Document 2 also mentions prior 
art regarding generation of hydrogen peroxide in the 
system when producing propylene oxide from propylene, so 
that this feature is also obvious to a person skilled in 
the art . 

Therefore, the process for producing propylene oxide 
described in claims 1-4 does not involve an inventive step 
as stipulated in PCT Article 33(3) .
